
HARLEM RACING. 

It was a bright, refreshing afternoon yester- 
day and all indications pointed to more than 
ordinarily interesting racing at Harlem, conse- 
quently there was a crowd cf folly 5 000 at the 
track. Manager Meyers said that there was 
more money taken in at the gate than on any 
other day since the meeting began, barring of 
course Decoration Day. 

If the crowd went in search of good racing it 
must have returned te the city well satitfied as 
the sport was full of dash and life. To aay that 
the fields were well balanced would hardly be 
giving Secretary Nathanson bis dues. During 
the entire day there was but one short price 
favorite. That waB Cheeseatraw and she was 
at some stages of the betting, even money. 

Especially well balanced were the fields in the 
third, fourth, fifth and six races. In the latter 
it was 6 to 1 and take yonr choice against any 
of the first choices at post time. 

Outside of the fifth event none of the finishes 
were close, but the races were as a rule hotly 
contested. The fifth was at five furlongs for 
two-year-olds, and besides furbishing a close 
finish it also furnished an accident. The horses 
were racing in a close bnuch on the far turn and 
it seemed then as if any of the first six had a 
chance to win. When the stretch was reached 
there was a scramble for good positions and 
during the mix-up Pantland stnmb'ed and 
threw his jockey, Flick. The boy stemed to go 
ovar the colt’s head and for an instant held to 
the biidle but eventually fell to the ground. He 
was bad'y shaken up but net seriously hurt. 
Indian, with Beauchamp up, skinned tbe rails 
and after a terrific drive with Mitteu beat her 
out by a neck. In the squabble on tbe turn 
Mitten was jumped on and cut down behind. 

Tom Berry’s Clay Pojntsr made his first local 
appearance of the season and convinced all 
that saw him run that he is a greatly improved 
horse. Tbe ring took liberties with the gelding 
and in the opening quotations offered 12 to 1 
against bim. Under a steady play this price 
shrunk to 10 to 1 at post time. There was a 
strong play on everything in the race and The 
Devil finally closed favorite at 2 to 1. Dick 
Dwyer sent the field away to a perfect start at 
the first attempt. It was an interesting race to 
look at evdry inch of tbe way. Tenby and Miz 
pah alternated in the lead for the first three- 
quarters and seta good, speedy pace. Before 
the stretch was reached Mizpah chucked it up 
and for an instant Tenby seemed to 
be the winner, but quicker than a wink Clay 
Poynter shot out of the bunch, and passing the 
fast tiring Tenby, had the race won an eighth 
out. Beauchamp, however, drew the finish fine 
and at the wire was only a neck in front of 
Bifle. The latter is a good, consistent per- 
former and perhaps the hardest h >rse at tbe 
track to ride. He is an extremely long stridor 
and the least bit of interference tells materially 
against him. 

The Devil was jammed into the fence on the 
first turn and his side was bid y bruised. 

There was a lot of speed in the third race, and 
ever) thing but Brigade was conceded a chance. 
His last race was to bad that it did not seem 
possible he could awake so suddenly. He did, 
though, and, displaying a surprising form 
somersault, won as he pleased. This was a ter- 
rific batting race, and although there were but 
aix starters, it was Si to 1 and even bitter 
against anything at post time. Qoebal got a fly- 
ing start, and at once set out to make a run- 
away race of it. He went tbe first half in 49 
seoond-, and headed for home a clear length in 
the lead, but when challenged be showed the 
white feather and at tbe finish was fifth. Harry 



Nutter and Brigade, who were last and next to 
last respectively most of thi way, finished one 
two. Harry Nutter came through tbe stretch 
like a cyclone, and in doing so bumped into end 
almost threw Pauline J. over the fence. The 
filly bad a chance at the time of the interfer- 
ence, but bad to pull uu. 

Cheeseatraw won ber race like sbe has won 
many others around Chicago, in front at the 
start and never afterward headed. This filly is 
the best of her sex shown here this season. 
Lanza, who finished second, is by no means a 
bad filly and deserves attention in sny com- 
pany. 

Pbidias, long overdne, won the first race like 
a good horse. He went to the front on the back 
stretch and led all the way. Goose Liver, 
backed from 3 to 1 to 7 to 5, finished second. 
Home Hespass has tbe latter and he bet $2,000 
on bim. 

The last race went to King Bermuda. There 
were thirteen starters, and down the back 
stretch the King was among tbe tail-enders. 
He weaved his way through gamely and stand- 
ing a hard drive like a gentleman was three- 
quarters of a length in front and going away at 
tbe end. Locust Blossom got the place and 
Banqno II. who had all the bad luck in the race 
was a baDg up third. 

Tom Anderson, fre?h from New Orleans and 
on his way to tbe big figbt, was a visitor. He 
had a swell b9t on Goose Liver, but got even on 
Cheeseatraw. 



MC DO WEI L’S NEW STAR 

Tom McDowell, the young Kentucky turfman, 
has come to the front with a colt that will un- 
doubtedly prove to be one of the season’s two- 
year-old champions. His Excellency, a big and 
handsome son of Esber— Excellence made his 
first appearance at Latonia Tuesday, and tbe 
race he ran impressed everyone, and 
the opinion was unanimous among shrewd 
trainers that the colt is the best in 
the west. His Excellency is about the 
best looking colt that has been raced 
in these parts in years, and his running does 
not belie his looks. Down at Louisville this 
spring His Excellency made his first start of 
the season, and was winning his race in such a 
big gallop that jockey Joe Hill eased him up at 
tbe sixteenth pole. Before be could get the 
colt going agaiif he was nipped by a nose on the 
post by Estill. Shortly afterward His Excel- 
lency was taken ill, and be did not recover until 
the Latonia meeting was well under 
way. Yesterday was the colt’s second 

start, and be made a show of his 
field, literally walking away from the hitherto 
regarded crack. Lieutenant Gibson. He turned 
five furlongs in 1 :01i, and tbe way he did it was 
decidedly sparkling Tom McDowell purchased 
His Excellency from J. N. Camden, the owner 
of the Bartland Stnd in Kentucky. Mr. Cam- 
den bred the colt, and Mr. McDowell, on ac- 
count of his magnificent looks, picked him out 
of a bunch of forty yearlings. That Mr. Mc- 
Dowell’s judgment was good was evidenced yes- 
terday, and as smarts judge as Ed Corrigan ven- 
tured the opinion that His Excellency would 
prove one of the best youngsters of the 
year. His Excellency is engaged in the Sensa- 
tion Stakes, and will be seen in that event. He 
was also eligible for the Harold Stakes, won 
last week by St. Ivor, bnt Mr. McDowell deemed 
it best not to start him so soon after recovering 
from a spell of sickness. Mr. McDowell is very 
sweet on His Excellency, and says be is the best j 
racehorse he ever owned, which is saying much I 
in view of the performances of Bush, Spirit- ' 
uelleand Batten as two-year-olds. — Cincinnati

This will enable 
the visitors to know the horses walking about 
without asking the men in charge.

ance of signal merit and one that justifies all 
that has been claimed for her. 

Pat Dnnne sold Approval to John E. Madden 
Monday for the gnessed-at price of $5,000. 
Tuesday he won for Madden, beating among 
others the good colt Survivor that Dnnne 
recently sold to W. P. Norton for a long price. 
Abont the next thing in order will be to hear 
that Madden has sold Approval to Sydney Paget 
for abont twice the sum he paid Dnnne for 
him. A great “hoes trader” is that same Mad- 
den. 

Gideon [A Daly have dispensed with the ser- 
vices of “Skeets” Martin, their jockey, and Fred 
Taral will ride for them in the future when he 
can make the weights. Martin’s ride on Affect 
on May 18, when she was beaten by Midsummer, 
and his ride on His Boyal Highness in the Na- 
tional Stallion Stakes, did not meet with the 
approval of his employers, hence the separation.
